An Egyp¬ 
tian king’s, Tuthmosis III, en¬ 
camped army was watched by fly¬ 
ing discs, around I 5 OO B.C. The 
old American Popul Vuh tells of 
flights around earth! The anci¬ 
ent Greeks knew of god-like men 
that walked our earth, and knew 
that people were living on the 
moon. 

Mose was away ”in the cloud” 
(of a Lord) for various periods. 
Enoch described his trips above 
earth and through space. Eliah 
was taken away in a ’’fiery cha¬ 
riot” that came whirling through 
the air. Many a prophet met an¬ 
gels with ’’the face of a man”, 
and Ezekiel had his first con¬ 
tact near the river Chebar. The 


Romans, for want of better apj^*"^' 
lations spoke of flying ’’shield” 
and ’’sword”. In Prance, under 
the reign of Charlemagne, space 
people attempted landings on a 
disturbing scale. 'Throughout the 
Middle Ages unfamiliar objects 
TOre seen and described by simple 

folk and astronomers alike. In 
October 1914 in our province of 
Natal, a man watched two human 
figures near an illuminated craft 
in a spot v/here no aeroplane 
could have landed. On June 24^ 
1947 businessman Kenneth Arnold 
observed 9 shining discs racing 
along at 1,000 mph through the 
valleys of Mount Rainier.

narrative, so little belief did 
GA's account evince in the be¬ 
ginning. Despite photographs and 
witnesses, his story seemed un¬ 
acceptable.

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The US Air Force authorities, 
in whose hands lay the task for 
10 years now to investigate in¬ 
to the question of Unknown Fly¬ 
ing Objects (UFO's) are not in 
the dark as to what these objects 
are] They were pretty sure of 
what they were even long before 
that 20-11-^2, although they did 
their best to withhold their 
evaluation of the matter from 
the US and the world's public] 
The Air Foroe people, however, 
were not the only ones who had 
taken a deeper interest in the 
enigma. Apart from Senators and 
Congressmen there were other US 
Go'vt. Departments who studied 
the material.

THERE does not seem to have 
happened much worth reporting 
from our Region on recent In¬ 
ternational Saucer Sighting 
Day. On March 15, however, a 
big, fiery, round object was 
seen by at least 12 people to 
cross Durban travelling slow¬

More import^t were sight¬ 
ings on successive nights of 
1 to 3 scout ships over the 
Rand-Johannesburg area in the 
week ending Apr. 12. Were ob¬ 
served for ca. 40 min. by in¬ 
numerable people, including 2 
journalists. At one stage a 
speed of about 2000 m.p.h* was 
estimated by an aircraft in¬ 
strument inspector, Jan Smuts 
Airport. We don't know of any 
photographs having been taken.

ihg the role'of chief in'^estigh-- 
ting agency on .the UPO. Tour own 
experiences will lead you to 
know already that the Department 
has done its own research and 
has been able to arrive at a 
number of sound conclusions.

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and is not available to the public. 

The Cultural Exchange Committee's origin is of 
fairly recent date. US Foreign Service officials 
were not in a position to give me more informa¬ 
tion than I had myself. Readers will recall from 
newspaper reports in months gone by that Russia 
on the one and Britain and the US on the other 
hand considered the question of closer cultural 
relations. Such have since materialized to a cer¬ 
tain extent. Foremost scientists, agricultural 
groups and entertainment people have crossed the 
ocean in both directions. Foreign artists have 
been sponsored on US radio and TV programmes, and 
Bob Hoj^s recent trip to Moscow had been smoothed 
out with the aid of this Committee. Its functions 
have been explained to radio listeners. 

It is evident that the basic consideration to 
enter this field of activity must also have sprung 
from so many failures in international political 
relations. It stands to reason that a Cultural 
Exchange Comm, would not only have policy-making 
powers in its own sector but that, on account of 
the international aspect of its tasks, its deli¬ 
berations would have at least some bearing on in¬ 
ternal and foreign affairs too. Is it surprising 
that such a Committee should also have gone into 
the aspects of a still higher level, namely in¬ 
terplanetary relations? It may be surprising for 
a moment! It makes sense upon longer reflection! 

The official seal, it is said, is available only 
to a restricted group of people. Any thoughtless 
person, trying to use it for unauthorised purposes 
would certainly run a high risk. It is unlikely, 
that plain fraud is involved. For five months now 
this letter has not been denied in Washington! 
The letter then is authentic, and it does carry 
weight! Well, how much? 

1. The writer reveals as the representative of 
a governmental group that the line of policy hi¬ 
therto followed in the US of publicly denying the 
existence of space craft and their pilots, has 
ever been subjected to heavy criticism. That po¬ 
licy included the course adhered to by the Air 
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Force who, in a ’’self-assumed role”, might have 
overstepped its hounds# (With any reversal of po¬ 
licy, however, the AP would, being above board, 
suffer no harm. The question, of course, whether 
wisdom, or its opposite, has been informing for 
so long all those who on their part were respon¬ 
sible for AP and the nation, is on a different,- 
page altogether’.) 

2. The writer reveals that apart from the AP, 
the State Department has kept its own files. The 
material on hand bears out Adamski’s claims. 

3* The writer adds that the conclusions reached 
warrant the encouragement of Adamski to go on 
witk-Iri^ work which is informing the public, that 
’saucers* are space ’ craft piloted by human beings 
from other planetsl 

Now, a subtler point is the most significant*. 
It will be noted that the writer started his let¬ 
ter with a personal reservation while later on, 
he oLearly identifies himself with the Department 
and its policy regarding UFO*s. This neutralises 
his earlier reservation, giving the letter more 
weight than that of a personal opinionl This per¬ 
mits us to conclude that a change of policy has 
been carefully prepared here, no doubt with the 
ultimate aim to make minds receptive to a fuller 
statement at a later and appropriate date, and 
notwithstanding any opposition that might still 
have to be met, be it coming from Air Force or 
any other quarter. 

The admission that the subject matter is of a 
’’controversial” nature is a minor concession to 
the fact that, notwithstanding the truth cf which 
the State Dept., the AP, Adamski and many another 
are quite aware, ’saucers* are still an object 
of disbelief in the eyes of the greater part of 
the public. 

If this now is the position that GA’s claims 
are borne out by the conclusions reached within 
a governmental agency, then no better vindication 
of that lone Californian man could have come at 
this stage*. The net result of this move is that

television coverage and special editions’. A mo¬ 
ment’s reflection, however, will let them remem¬ 
ber, such may not reasonably be expected without 
adequate preparation# Most people around the world 
might have been in a mental condition to digest 
the news of a sputnik having been shot into space. 
But the news that strange PEOPLE FROM SPACE ARE 
HERE, poured into their brains from one minute 
to the next, would still constitute a sh«ck to 
the greater majority of them*. 

Summing up then, it is obvious that the time 
has come to carry this preparatory work one step 
further. The Straith letter is a well-calculated 
document. It is displaying a truly democratic 
spirit. It is not couched in diplomatic language . 
It is intentionally styled in such a way that 
anyone can understand it. It introduces this new 
line of policys rather to confirm earlier claims 
of contact with space people - namely Adamski*s, 
and his alone*. - than to publicly proclaim at 
this stage that space people are the reality*. 

It is up to all who feel a new responsibility 
grow in their hearts to complete this opening 
move I We must make wise and patient use of the 
Straith letter and inform and enlighten others, 
thereby fulfilling the noblest task man can find 
for himself - to serve his fellow-men*.

It is a free spiritual movement, 
non-sectarian, non-political. It 
has no chairman, it has no pay¬ 
ing members and no organisation. 
It was instigated by the Brothers 
from space and set a-going by 
George Adamski. It comprises all

When individuals start to shed 
rusty ideas, worn-out dogmatic 
forms and prejudices, old ways 
and habits, an opening-up pro¬ 
cess has begun. Those who open 
their minds and hearts will be 
surprised at how much undreamt¬ 
of energy they possess. This 
energy, brought into circulation 
by positive thinking, can work 
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the salvation of our age. And, 
as we believe, nothing else. 

Many movements, organised or 
not, have for a long time adhe¬ 
red more or less, to these con¬ 
cepts. If they feel they have 
done good work, then they should 
not waver and redouble their ef¬ 
forts. If they would include in 
their outlook the cosmic per¬ 
spective, looking from outside 
earth down onto earth and its 
mankind, they would very soon 
benefit in their work to an un¬ 
expected degree'. 

To this Programme all those 
belong who recognize that in 
public affairs a god-fearing, 
man-respecting attitude in self¬ 
less dedication to the improve¬ 
ment of conditions have always 
been and will ever be the centre 
pillars of any social structure.

Further, to help 
in overcoming a general feeling 
of fear and frustration, doubt, 
despair, by acquiring courage, 
confidence and a consciousness 
of our belonging to the human 
family of this solar system. 

3# Individually - to assist in

DEVELOPMENTS ON EARTH MAKE OUR BROTHERS' 

WORK MORE DIFFICULT 

/>>F THE GREAT privilege and pleasure he expe- 
rienced when spending two entire nights in 
conference with space visitors, GA tells us in 
his latest circular letter to coworkers. 

Six planets were the homes of those present, 
namely Venus, Mars, Saturn, Jupiter, Neptune and 
Uranus. The majority of the visitors had been 
living in the US for quite some time. The group 
included women. 

They remarked upon the growing of understand¬ 
ing and the disappearance of differences when 
people become acquainted with each other. ’’People 
must be able to get along together in understand¬ 
ing and harmony before we can expect nations to 
do likewise. It is only in this way that we can 
ever hope to bring peace to Earth”, writes GA. 

The visitors reiterated the warning that nat¬ 
ions permitting stockpiles of armaments to be 
stationed within their borders are courting even¬ 
tual destruction. Our interplanetary visitors 
were doing all in their power to prevent trouble 
amongst nations but ”in the event of an open 
break, these nations will be the first attacked.” 

’’They told me”, GA continues, ’’conditions are 
continually arising which make their work more 
difficult, even injecting possibilities of fail¬ 
ure. They have so far succeeded in keeping cold 
wars from breaking forth into hot ones, and they 
hope for ultimate success. But as stockpiles of 
armaments continue to mount, inflating, too,, our 
planet's commercial system, they can never be 
sure from one moment to the next just what to 
expect.” 

’’Ptirthermore, they told me, that since we have 
such little understanding of ourselves and show 
indifference toward our governmental operations, 
they cannot be sure of us either. Deep in their 
hearts people want peace. Yet, when money is in¬ 
volved, greed enters and we permit ourselves to 
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be led into conditions we inetinotively know are 
wrongs The time hao come when the peoples of the 
world must decide what they really want - peace, 
happiness, or destruction and despair. The peop¬ 
les of all nations must encourage their govern¬ 
ments to cooperate in this.” 

’’There have been times long long ago, when the 
heads of nations gathered around council tables 
and discussed matters until decisions were reach¬ 
ed.” They discussed things calmly, impartially, 
each man respecting himself and his fellow-man 
present. Then all had to give in on one point or 
another. In respect there is trust, and holding 
in respect, a man keeps his word of honour. ’’This 
method enabled the peoples to live in security, 
with no spilling of blood.” 

’’The same conditions can exist again if the 
people want it strongly enough, demanding it from 
their leaders. No nation is superior to another. 
All people, and all nations, have problems which 
are particularly their own. This is necessary for 
universal growth. 

No man can give another man life, but we can 
all work together to save that man's life, as 
well as our own. And according to the interpla¬ 
netary visitors, it is at this point where the 
peoples of our world are now standing.” 

Our efforts spaceward are excellent, the letter 
reads, so long as they remain scientific and 
peaceful. ’’The system lies open around us, beck¬ 
oning us to visit and become acquainted. The 
peoples of other worlds are waiting to welcome 
us in peace and friendship* If we can grow as one 
world family, settling our differences and lear¬ 
ning to work together in harmony, we will be sur¬ 
prised at the joys and opportunities awaiting us. 
But this can only come about through cooperation 
and not through divisions.” 

Only by encouraging human fellowship between 
all without divisions of politics, religion, 
rank, race or colour can understanding and tole¬ 
rance grow toward agreement and peace on this 
planet, George Adamski concludes.
